What was Done in 1908. 


By hammering away at-the subject the 
Surveyor got the Treasury-Department in- 
terested with the result that in 1903 bids 
were askéd for and the Fairbanks Com- 
pany accepted a contract to devise a suit- 
able scale. They got to work and things 
were going well when there was some 
trouble and the scalemakers ceased: their 
work after a year of experiment. 

Nothing more was done about the mat- 
ter until the officials heard that a man 
named John V. Davis had perfected a 
scale suitable for their purposes, No one 
knew where Davis could be found, and 
so the department advertised for him all 
over the country. Out on his farm in 
(‘alifornia some months later Davis picked 
up an cold newspaper and by chance found 
that he was wanted as official Govern- 
ment scalemaker. 

Hie communicated with the department 
in Washington, and after negotiations 
was sent to the Philadelphia Mint, there 
to perfect his weighing device: He did 
so, and after a year and a half of ex- 
perimental work he declared he had a 
scale which would in every respect come 
up to Government requirements. The of- 
ficilals were seemingly pleased. It was 
decided to make the test. of the new 
scale-~in this city. It was put up on the 
Arbuckle piers-in Brooklyn, 

Surveyor Clarkson and other officials 
inspected it and were pleased with it. It 
is said to have done the work required of 
it. The Surveyor, elated, thought his 
fight was won. This was in 1907. 

Then one day the mechanicians of the 
department came along. They said they 
wanted to make improvements on the 
scale. They. took it away, and that was 
the last seen of it. Since that time Davis 
has been let out of the service. He went 
back to the Pacific Coast. - 

Then came the discovery of the whole- 
sale weighing frauds‘ here. It is said to 
have permeated ever} branch of imports. 
Sugar was underweighed, so were figs, 
cheese, and other imports. Again Gen. 
«larkson began his fight for the automat- 
ie scale, and this time success seems cer- 
tain. But the scales having failed to ar- 
rive, the officials have reason for won- 
derine if they will ever come, and if the 
fight is to made all over. 

Clarkson Is Puzzied. 

Gen. Clarkson. admitted yesterday that 
he did not know the reason for their non- 
appearance. He also said that his belief 
was that had the automatic scales. been 
adopted some/years ago the lately discov- 
ered frauds would -have been impossible.

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BANDIT A NOBLEMAN? 
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Sister Says Featherstone, Killed by 
Policeman, Was Lord Featherstonaugh 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—That Harry B. 
Featherstone, bandit and safe blower, 
who was killed by a Chicago policeman 
while holding up a saloon New Year's 
morning, was the disinherited son of a 
noble English family, was sworn to to- 
day at the inquest into the robber’s death 
by his sister, Miss MHmma Featherston- 
augh, who declared that her brother was 
rightfully the bearer of the title Lord 
Featherstonaugh. 

Featherstone lived with his mother, sis- 
ter, and wifé under the name of Feather- 
stonavgh, but to the police he always was 
known as Featherstone. His sister, in 
describing the dead man's lineage, said: 

‘‘My grandfather, Henry Bardiff Feath- 
erstonaugh, was the nephew and heir of 
the last Baron of one of the oldest fam- 
ilies in Essex, England. The daughter of 
an Enslish neighbor had been picked out 
for him to wel, but he ran away and 
married a poor Irish girl named Lee. 
For this he was disinherited. He came 
to America and settled in Oswego, N. Y., 
where he prospered. 

“Twenty years ago we learned that 
the last Lord Featherstonaugh was dead 
and that we were heirs to part of his 
estate. Harry went to England to claim 
the estate and found it has been taken by 
his brother, Wallace. He was the right- 


ful heir, but we never could get our rights;

FIND REMAINS OF DINOSAURS.

One Skeleton Discovered in Utah Is 
Bigger Than Carnegie’s Diplodocus. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURG, Jan. 3.—Dr. W. J. Hol- 
land, Director of the Carnegie Museum 
of Pittsburg, announces the discovery in 
Utah by one of the exploring parties sent 
from here of the bones of three speci- 
mens of the sauropod dinosaur. It was 
announced also that Andrew Carnegie 
has provided the means for exhuming the 
skeletons of the huge beasts and putting 

them together. 

There is every reason to believe that 
these specimens of the giant dinosaur 
will attract as much attention as that of 
the famous diplodocus on exhibition at 
Pittsburg, replicas of which have been 
presented by Mr. Carnegie to leading tnu- 
seums of the world. At least One speci- 
men of the dinosaur is larger than the 
diplodocus, much higher and more mas- 
Sive, if not quite as long. The skeleton 
of the diplodocus in question is 84 feet in 
length, says Dr. Holiand. 

“It is true that a very remarkable dis- 
covery has been made,’”’ he said. ‘** Early 
last Summer I sent Earl Douglass to 
Utah, where he had worked the year be- 
fore with success. I urged him especially 
to look for dinosaurs. In August he 
found the skeleton of a huge dinosaur on 
the edge of a cliff of sandstone. | 

“The bones were remarkably well pre- 
served, and after working for a time 
Mr. Douglass discovered that he had ap- 
parently found a complete skeleton. 

‘“‘The animal whose remains wefe dis- 
covered by Mr. Douglass was perhaps 
related to a huge reptile named Atlanto- 
saurus. I am receiving photographs from 
time to time as the work progresses, but 
have not yet had a chance to study the 
bones in place. 

“The work of exhuming the first skel- 
eton led as it proceeded to the discovery 
of two others. One vf these is small, 
only 12 feet long, but perfect through- 
out. The other is a huge creature, almost 
as big as the first. The bones are re- 
ported to be perfect and not crushed.’’ 

Mr. Douglass writes that it is ‘‘ the dis- 
covery of 100 years.”’ 


LOST IN BLINDING BLIZZARD. 


Saranac Lake Men Endure Hardships 
in Attempt: to Ascend Mountain.

SARANsaC LAKE, N. Y., Jan. 3— 
Strayed from their trail and lost in a 
blinding blizzard on the side of White 
Face Mountain, a party of four Saranac 
Lake men spent New Year’s night camped 
in the open, They started for the sum- 
mit expecting to scale the craggy side 
with snow shoes, but the slippery rocks 
and deep snow made the feat impossible. 
They planned to reach the Summer cabin 
a mile from the top, to spend the night. 

In the party were William Distin, a stu-

man James, and Arthur Cook. They left 
on Saturday morning, going to Wilming- 
ton, where a trail eight miles lone leads 


to the White Face summit 4,800 feet 
above the sea level.

Whis- 
tling for his dog, the young man hur- 
ried through the dark to Crotona Park 
several blocks distant. 

‘Pete, life isn’t worth living,’ con- 
fided Forbes as the cur in his canine way 
scented trouble. Reaching the park, the 
boy sat down on a bench and took a 
drink of the acid. Screaming with pain 
the would-be suicide threw the bottle 
away and ran out of the park, Pete bark- 
ing at his heels. He ran up Crotona Av- 
enue until he fell exhausted on the steps 
in front of 1,802, where lives W. H. Bord. 
A few moments later Mr. Bord climbed 
the steps to enter his house, and stum- 
bled over the boy, 

‘Get a doctor quick, I’ve taken poison, 
bit I don't want to die,’’ wailed Forbes. 
Pete whined in sympathetic misery. 

Mr. Bord rushed into the house and 
called up Fordham Hospital on the tele» 
‘hone. 

“Send an ambulance, quick,’’ he shout- 
ei. Dropping the receiver, he hurried 
bavk to the front steps. When he reached 
there the boy was nowhere in sight. Pete 
was, however, and his howls denoted his 
alarrs. 

A quarter of an hour later an ambu- 
lance from the hospital with Dr, Block 
aboard dashed up. 

‘*‘Where’s the patient?’’ asked the phy- 
sician, unstrapping his medicine case. Mr. 
Bord confessed he had disappeared. Po- 
licemen Gildred and Cullen from the Tre- 
mont Avenue Station, who kad followed 
the ambulunce, also asked questions, They 
were inclined to think that Mr. Bord had 
fovled them, but their attention was 
turned at that moment by the peculiar 
actions uf Pete.

MORSE AT ATLANTA; 
TS CONVICT NO. 2,814 


Banker Almost Collapses at Gates 
of the Penitentiary—Puts 
on Convict’s Uniform. 








IS TO HAVE PRIVILEGES 
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Will Work in Tailor Shop or on Con- 
struction Gang—Petitions for 


His Pardon Circulated. 
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Special to The New York Timies. 

ATLANTA, Ua., Jan. 3.—Bathed, shaved, 
his hair clipped, clothed in convict’s garb, 
and known on the records as No. 2,814, 
Charles W. Morse of New York is passing 
his first night in the United States Peni- 
tentiary which is to be his home for fif- 
teen vears unless his friends can induce 
President Taft to pardon him. 

Mr. Morse has been assigned to a tem- 
porary cell, and to-morrow he will be pho- 
tographed, his measurements will be taken 
by the Bertillon expert, L. J. Fletcher, 
and impressions will be made of his finger 
prints. Then Dr. Al Fowler will examine 
him, he will be vaccinated; and work will 
be provided for him. 

The convicted banker bore up well on 
his arrival at Atlanta, but he almost col- 
lapsed when the prison gates were opened 
to allow him to enter. He tottered as he 
passed through the gates and would have 
fallen had not the guard assisted him. 

Mr. Morse was taken immediately to 
Warden Moyer’s private office, and his 
commitment papers were examined. Then 
he was turned over to the Warden. 

Winces at Sight of Guards. 

A clerk took from him $218 in bills, a 
knife, a nail file, and a pair of scissors. 
Mr. Morse then accompanied Mr. Moyer 
out to the big corridor. They stood talk- 
ing in an undertone for a moment, and as 
the prisoner looked around him at the 
slowly pacing guards he appeared to be 
nervous and winced at what he saw. 

The prisoner was led to the basement, 
where his clothes were removed, and he 
had a bath. His head was not shaved 
and he retained his mustache. This will 
not be cut off until after he is photo- 
graphed, and not then if he cares to wear 
it in prison. He then put. on the prison 
uniform and was taken %.a,.temporary 
CoTrr™ “$9 zs 

Supper was served to Mr. Morse in his 


Tcell, as he has not been vaccinated, for no 


prisoner may eat with the other convicts 
at the Federal prison until he has been 
vaccinated. 

During the afternoon Mr. Morse was 
visited in his cell by the Rev. T. C. Trip- 
per. 

Warden Moyer will decide to-morrow on 
the work Mr. Morse is to do. He will 
be put either in the tailor shop or on 
the construction gang. 

Will Have Privileges. 

According to the rules of the institution, 
Mr. Morse enters as a Class 1 convict. 
He will retain this grade unless he does 
something to forfeit it. Class 1 prisoners 
are entitled to certain.privileges. They 
are allowed to see friends or relatives for 
thirty minutes once in»~two weeks in the 
presence of a prison official. They may 
write and receive letters and have access 
to the library, and special visits are al- 
lowed when permission is granted by the 
Warden. In Mr. Morse’s case he may 
be allowed to see business associates more 
frequen‘ly than is usual, on account of 
his large business interests. 

Mr. Morse will not be allowed to buy 
food. We cannot even buy fruit, and no 
one will be permitted to bring delicacies 
He will be allowed to buy noth- 
ing except newspapers, handkerchiefs, 
books, tooth paste, brushes, hand mir- 
rors, and black neckties. 

When Mr. Morse reached Atlanta he 
vas {n good spirits, apparently. While 
at the station he said to the newspaper 
men: 

‘I’m sorry my share of the Southern 
welcome must be like this.”’ 

He was asked when Mrs. Morse would 
come to Atlanta. ‘‘ To-morrow,” he re- 
plied. The remark was made that h:> 
probably would find life as pleasant in 
prison as anywhere else, under the cir- 
cumstances. 

‘‘T hope so, at any rate,’’ he said. **This 
can't be worse than where I’ve been for 
the last fourteen months. They had mo 
in the Tombs, you know, and that’s calcu- 
lated to test any man pretty severely. I 
nad a good constitution when I went in 
there, or I never could have stood it. 

‘“ But this is not the end.’’ he conclud- 
ed. ‘‘ In fact, it is but the beginning. The 
fight has just started.’ 

W. E. Reid, the steamship man of Bos- 
ton, whose time since last October has 
been devoted almost entirely to Mr. 
Morse’s interests, was a@ passenger on 
the train, having come down with his 
friend from New York. Mr. Reid’s whole 
attention was given to his friend, and he 
saved the prisoner from,as much embar- 
rassment as was possible when they were 
leaving the trein.

Before leaving yesterday for Atlanta, 
Ga., where she will take up a residence 
su as to be near her husband during his 
imprisonment, Mrs. Charles W. Morse de- 
clared that the mails are now carrying 
blank petitions for a pardon to hundreds 
of persons who had written to her or 
to the family expressing their disapproval 
of the fifteen-year term to whicn the for- 
banker has been sentenced. It is 
suid that, 1,600 inhabitants of Bath, Me., 
Mr. Morse’s old home, have already filled 
cut such a petition seeking the clemency 
of President Taft, and the others will 
be rounded up as speedily as possible. 

Mrs. Morse was accompanied by the two 
sons of her husband, Harry and Ben 
Morse, who are students at Yale. They 
will complete their course there, accord- 
ing to the present plans of the family.

The Morgan dnterests, which recently 
acquired control of the Guaranty Trust 
Company from the Harriman estate and 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company, ob- 
tained yesterday the controlling interest 
in the Morton Trust Company and the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Company, which, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by a 
representative of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
will be merged with the Guaranty Trust 
Company. 

The same interests control the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company, and@ the understand- 
ing in the financial district is that their 
plans call ultimately for the’ merger of 
the enlarged Guaranty Trust Company 
with the Bankers’ Trust Company. These 
four institutions now have combined de- 
posits of $171,000,000, and their consolida- 
tion would give the Morgan interests con- 
tro] of by far the largest trust company 
in the United States. 

Control of the Morton Trust Company 
was acquired through the purchase by H, 
P. Davison, acting for the Morgan in- 
terests, of the stock of the Morton Trust 
held by Levi P. Morton, Thomas F. Ryan, 
the Whitney estate, and the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, together, it is under- 
stood, with smaller holdings of stock. 
The price paid for the stock was not an- 
nounced, but it is understood to be in 
the neighborhood of $600 a share. The 
Morton Trust Company has a capital of 
$2,000,000, and practically all of this, it 
is said, has passed to the Morgan in- 
terests. The purchase price wouid there- 
fore be in the neighborhood of $12,000,- 
COO. 

The Fifth Avenue Trust Company. has 
been controlled by the Morton Trust 
Company and the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany, each of which held about a quarter 
interest in it. The latest quoted bid for 
its stock was $385 a share. Its stoclk was 
acquired by these two trust companies 
from the Mutual Life and the Equitable 
Life two years ago. J. P. Morgan recently 
purchased from Thomas F.. Ryan the ma- 
jority stock of the Equitable Life, which, 
through the Mercantile Trust. exercised 
an important influence in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Trust Company’s affairs. 

Ryan Fast Getting Out. 

The sale by Thomas F. Rvan of his 
Mortoy Trust Company holdings is ex- 
pected to mark his retirement from act- 
ive connection with banking affairs. He 
has already withdrawn from nearly ali 
the Directorates with which his name 
was connected, and he is not expected to 
assume any active part in the institution 
which will be formed by the merger of 
the Morton and Fifth Avenue Trust Com- 
panies with the Guaranty Trust. 

Ex-Gov. Levi P. Morton, who is now 
President of both the Morton Trust and 
the Fifth Avenue Trust, will be Chairman 


of the Board of Directors of the new 
Guaranty Trust, but the make-up of the 
rest of the official staff of the new in- 
stitution has not yet been announced. 
A. J. Hemphill, who for a year had be. 
active head of the Guaranty Trust 
was recentiy elected President of that 
institution, is likely to be President of 
the mer ed institution it is said. 

The Guaranty Trust Company hes a 
capital of $2,000,000 and a totai surplus 
of $8,600,000; the Morton Trust Comp:nv 
has a capital of $2,000,600 and a surplus 
Of $8,200,000, and the Fifth Avenue Trust 
has a capital of $1,000,000 and surplus 
close to &2,000,000, the three aving a 
combined capital of 857900,000 and total 
surplus of $18,809,000.

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Mr. Davison’s Statement. 
Announcement of the initial steps 
merger was made after banking hours 
yesterday afternoon by Mr. Davison at 
his home in West Fifty-first Street. Here 
is his statement: 


The plan has been proposed for the merg- 
ing of the Guaraaty Trust Company, the 
Morton Trust Company, and the Fifth 
Avenue Trust Company under the name of 
the Guaranty Trust Company. A _ special 
meeting of each of the Boards of Directors 
of the three companies was held to-day. 
At each meeting a quorum was present. 
The proposed plan was presented and was 
unanimously received by all of the Dt- 
rectors present. Gov. Morton has consent- 
ed to act as Chairman of the new board. 
A meeting of each board has been called 
for Wednesday next for the official adop- 

‘ tion of resolutions in relation to the merger. 

A special meeting of the stockholders . of 

each institution will be called to vote upon 

the merger within two weeks. 

Mr. Davison said that he was not at 
liberty to discuss the terms of the merger 
at this time, as they would be made nub- 
lic after the mecting to-morrow of the 
three Boards of Directors. 

It was learned vesterdayv that the Fifth 
Avenue Trust Compeny’s orzanicotion 
will be continued in the company’s pres- 
ent location ot 514 Fitth Avenue as an 
uptown branch of the new and lareer 
Guaranty Trust Comrany and that it is 
likely the Morion Trust and the presen: 
Guaranty Trust will be combined and 
operated at the present location of the 
Guaranty ‘Trust on the ground floor of 
the Mutual f.ife Building in Nassau 
Street. The Morton Trust is *located in 
the same building.

The 
Mutual Life was the next largest holder, 
having $200,000 par value of the stock.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—President Taft 
held this morning with the Presidents of 
six of the largest rallroads o. the country 
the last conference he will have on the 
Subjéct of the proposed amendments to 
the Inter-State Commerce laws before his 
special message dealing with that sub- 
ject goes to Congress. The railroad Presi- 
dents were McCrea of the Pennsylvania; 
Baer of the Reading; Lovett of the Union 
and Southern Pacific; Brown of the New 
York Central; Finiey of the Southern, 
and Mellen of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford. They are accompanied 
by Lewis Cass Ledyard as counsel. At- 
torney ,General Wickersham was also 
present throughout the conference. 

The request for the conference had been 
made to the President by J. Pierpont 
Morgan on the occasion of his own inter- 
view with Mr. Ta@#* on the same subject 
last Friday morning. The railroad men 
were with the President for about two 
and a half hours. They went over in 
rather close detail the draft of the bill 


prepared at the direction of the President 
to carry out the ideas of the Administra- 


made in the inter-State commerce laws.

come here to present to the President 
their objections to the proposed railroad 
legislation, and that these objections had 
been listened to. That was as far as any 
of them‘ would go. 

That the protests of the railroad men 
had not affected the purpose of Presi- 
dent Taft to send in his message and 
make his intended recommendations for 
amendments of the law was shown by 
the word which came from the White 
House immediately after the conference 
to the effect that the message. would 
probably go to Congress on Wednesday. 
Later in the day it was learned, how- 
ever, that the message would probably 
be delayed until Friday for two reasons, 
one in order that certain verbal changes 
in the proposed bill suggested by -the 
railroad men might be covered in the 
message; and. the other in order to di- 
vide it from the anti-trust, or Federal, 
incorporation message, which is to be 
sent to Congress on Thursday. 


Will Send in Two Messages. 


It had been the intention of the Presi- 
dent to discuss both subjects in one mes- 
Sage, but he concluded at last that it 
would be better to separate them. There 
will therefore be two messages instead 
of one. But both will be short, the 
longer being not over 4,500 words. 

The railroad men were thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the provisions of the pro- 
posed bill. The first draft of the measure 
was made by Attorney General Wickers- 
ham some tinreago, after many confer- 
ences with Secretary Nagel of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor and 
Representative Townsend of Michigan, 
one of the authors of the Esch-Town- 
send Railroad Rate bill, the forerunner 
of the Hepburn bill, which became law 
in the first session of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress. Other legal advisers of the 
Administration had also been consulted 
in the preparation of the biil. 


Since the making of the first draft the 
President has had tumerous conferences 
with men from all parts of the country 
who are interested in the subject. The 
representatives of the various associa- 
tions of shippers from the Pacific Coas: 
to the Atlantic have had their hearing 
as well as members of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. Several times it 
happened that such a conference evolved 
an idea which was accepted by President 
Taft and Mr. Wickersham. Thereupon 
there would be a reprint of the bill, em- 
bodying the new suggestions. The At- 
torney General was also discussing the 
matter all along with the lawyers for the 
big railroads, so that they were familiar 
with what was going on. ! 

In general, the purposes aimed at by 
the Administration have been well un- 
derstood for some time. The first of them 
is the control of the issue of securities 
by rMailroad companies. The bill will pro- 
hibit the issue of such securities except 
upon approval 
merce Commission and upon conditicn 
that stock be.sold for not less than par 
and bonds at a fair valuation. The rail- 
road Presidents to-day objected strong.y 
to this provision, on the ground that it 
would tend to prevent roads 
rowing necessary money and would cripe 
ple, if not prevent, new construction.

They were also strongly against the 
proposed special inter-State commerce 
court intended to be established by the 
bill, the idea of the President being to 
create a tribunal to hear all appeals from 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
and from which appeal shall lie only to 
the Supreme Court. The railway men 
deciared that such a court soon would 
become nothing more than a second com- 
mission. They preferred to take appeals 
direct from the commission to the Fed- 
eral courts. The recommendation for a 
court, however, will remain in the mes- 
sage. 


Taft Accepts Some Suggestions. 


In a@ number of other matters also the 
railroad men submitted objections and ar- 
zsuments to get the President to change 
his intention. In general their efforts 
failed, but the President did accept cer- 
tain suggestions from them which ree 
sulted in verbal alterations in the bili. 
The cases in which he accepted their ideas 
were usually where they had pointed out 
that the language in the draft of the bill 
did not reach the object sought.

This blew her away to the southward 
under close reefed topsails and foresail. 
The heavy seas swept the decks and 
smashed in the foe’sle doors, flooding the 
sailors’ quarters. 

When the bark was to the south of Cape 
Hatteras on Dec. 26 the skipper, siuseppe 
Meaglunea, decided to run for Bermuda 
for repairs.

HOW ANDREE DIED 


Discovery of Balloon Near Rein- 


deer Lake in Arctic Circle Is 
Reported by Missionary. 


EXPEDITION MAY BE SENT 





Eskimos Say Three Men Who Landed 
There Were Starving and Lived 
Only a Short Time. 





Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCE ALBERT, Saskatchewan, Jan. 
8.—News has reached here of the finding 
by Eskimo Indians of a balloon 900 miles 
north of this city, near Reindeer Lake, in 
the arctic circle. Many persons are of 
the opinion that the ‘‘large white house 
covered with ropes, which fell from the 
heavens.”’ as described by the Indians, 1s 
the balloon in which Andrée, accompanied 
by his companions, Dr. S. T. Strindberg 
and Herr Fraenckel, sailed in quest of 
the pole over twelve years ago. 

The Rev. Father Turquetil, the mission- 
ary in charge of the missions in Northern 
Saskatchewan and the Mackenzie River 
district, brought in news of the discov- 
ery, and Bishop Pascal of this city is au- 
thority for the story, as told to him by 
the missionary. Father Turquetil was in 
the city time ago and told of his 
discovery, but the Bishop did not realize 
the importance of the find and said noth- 
ing of it until a few days 
Turquetil understands the language of 
the Eskimos and the Indians. He is 
stationed at Reindeer Lake, a settlement 
which is almost entirely inhabited by In- 
dians. Within about six days’ 
dog sleigh, east from Reindeer Lake by

the Hudson Bay seas, or seven days’ trav- 


eling in. a northerly direction from Fort 
Churchill, is the Eskimos’ land. The mis- 
sionary was anxious to visit this terri- 
tory, and a number of Indians agreed to 
accompany him. They reached the dis- 
trict after about eight days’ traveling. 

Father Turquetil carried a small 
volver. and it was on account of his pos- 
session of the weapon that he first re- 
ceived information that white men had 
visited the country previously. The na- 
tives avere greatly interested in the mis- 
sionary’s revolver. Father Turquetil 
handed it to one of them for examination. 

“That looks like the thing that white 
man had,”’ said one of the Eskimos in his 
own language to his companions. 

“What white man?” inquired Father 
Turquetil. The Indian handed back the 
revolver and drew away without replying. 
They refused to speak of the white man, 
apparently having superstitious fears of 
the new visitors. But the Indians who 
were with the missionary later talked 
with them and gained all the information 
they could about the mysterious men who 
had been seen. They were told that @ 
* white house ’’ had fallen from the skies; 
that it was covered with ropes, and that 
three men were in it. They also told 
where the house had fallen, adding that 
the men, who were very hungry, had died 
shortly after their arrival. The natives 
said they had used the ropes, and were 
still using them, inspadding «their canoes 
and fixing their tents. All the time they 
appeared to be hiding something, and were 
not at all anxious to speak of the former 
visitors. Father Turquetil, in relating his 
story here, said that he was of the opin- 
ion that the white men had shot some 
deer and other animals after arriving, 
and the Indians, becoming angry, killed 
them. THe Indians claim all animals in 
their reserves. 

Another story, which partly corroborates 
Father Turquetil’s story, has developed 
here. William Irvine, who for fifty-five 
years has been at the Hudson Bay post 
eat Fort Good Hope, on the Mackenzie 
River, in the arctic circle, is in the city. 
He says that all the Hudson Bay agents 
had been notified by the Swedish Gov- 
ernment to be on the lookout for Andrée 
and his balloon. fie says that one night 


@ light passed over the country, and on 
the following morning all the Indians in 
the district flocked into the Hudson Bay 
post to tell of the large, mysterious star 
that passed over the heavens so near to 
their tents. They said they Aould hear 
voices and that the light was traveling 
very low. They could see it for several 
hours after it first came into view. It is 
believed here that the balloon was that 
of Andrée. Records of the trip, it 1s 
thought,, may yet be discovered among 
the Indians. 

The Danish Consul at Montreal has been 
notified of the discovery, and will proba- 
bly send an expedition to the place this 
Winter. ,

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NEGROES WIN IN HAVANA. 


Clerk of Hotel Where Drinks Were 
Refused Is Fined $70. 


HAVANA, Jan. 3.—A strong race feel- 
ing has been engendered by the trouble 
which arose last night at the Hotel Plaza, 
an merican house, over the refusal of the 
bartender to serve drinks to two negro 
Congressmen. This resulted in a riot, 
which, although no one was seriously in- 
ured, made it necessary to call out the 
police reserves. To-day the clerk of the 
hotel was arraigned in the Correctional 
Court and fined $10. 

n enormous crowd of negroes, including 
a strong representation of the Veterans’ 
Association, attended the court session 
and demanded exemplary punishment on 
account of the insult to the colored race. 
Morua Delgado, President of the Senate 
and leader of the negro element, con- 
ducted the prospecution and insisted on 
the extreme penalty, which is a fine of 
‘$1,000 and six months in jail. 

The decision of the court to inflict a 
minor penalty was greeted with strong 
expressions of disapproval. After the ad- 
journment of the court the two Congress- 
men, heading a process of 400 negroes, 


marched to ‘the hotel, crying ‘“ Viva 
Maceo! Viva La Patria! ”’ 

They entered the bar and demanded 
drinks, which were served without fur- 
ther protest. 

The incident has caused much excite- 
ment, and there are grave fears of a S®é@- 
rious race clash. Many Cubans sympa- 
thize with the attitude of the American 
hotel management, but to-night a strong 
guar dof police has been posted in front 
of the hotel.

Be- 
fore his hands were tied Morse shook 
hands with Samuel W. Hammond, the as- 
sistant principal keeper. While the elec- 
trodes were being adjusted Morse said: 

‘*How many minutes: will 
me? ’’ 

He added a moment later: ** Wait now,”’ 
and tnen the current was switched on. 
The first contact lasted one minute. The 
current consisted of 1,840 volts, 814 to 9% 
amperes. After an examination by phy- 
Ssiclans a second contact followed. The 
current was kept on six seconds. 

As soon as the body of the negro had 
been removed Barobuto was brought into 
the death chamber, With him was an 
Italian priest, who recited the prayers for 
the dying. Barobuto carried a crucifix 
in his right hand. The man walked stead- 
ily to the chair and seated’ himself with- 
out showing the slighest sign of fear. 
One minute and ten seconds after he had 
entered the room’ he was strapped down: 
The current was kept on for a minute 
2nd five seconds. 

The bodies have not been claimed, and 
they will be buried in quicklime in the 
prison cemetery.

It became known yesterday on the ar- 
rival of the Cunard liner mbria under 
command of Capt. Robert C. Warr, the 
new Commodore of the Cunard fleet, that 
the future policy of the company wouid 
he to place younger men in command of 
its express stedmships.

Mrs, Roswell O. Stebbins, wife of a 
prominent member of the Arctic Club of 
America and a friend’ of Mrs. Cook’s, 
denied that she knew anything of any 
disagreement between Dr. Cook and his 
wife.. Inquiry in other directions re- 
vealed that none of the closest friends of 
Mrs. Cook have the slightest idea where 
she is. It was learned, however, that just 
before Thanksgiving Day Mrs. Cook vis- 
ited her children at a private boarding 
school in East Eighty-first Street, and 
said she proposed going away for a time, 
but did not intimate where or how long 
she would be away.

LAST LINK IN A BOULEVARD. 


Ocean Route Soon to be Completed 
from Atlantic Highlands to Cape May. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 3.—The last link 
in the Qcean Boulevard was let by con- 
tract with the Atlantic County Board of 
Freeholders on Saturday, but did not 
cause comment, because it was not un- 
derstood that the stretch of 12.2 miles of 
road to be improved from Toms River 
to Tucmerhoe when completed would 
make a continuous hard road between 
Atlantic Highlands and Cape May City. 

This work was approved by the State 
Road Department, which department has 


been working for years toward this great 
highway, and had nearly completed the 
stretch when the State Highway Com- 
mission was brought forward to build the 
Ocean Parkway. 

A few weeks ago the Atlantic County 
Freeholders balked at the proposal of this 
commission to build a bridge between 
Commers Point and Beesleys Point be- 
cause the work would cost more than 
$500,000. Immediately the State Road De- 
partment went to work on the Toms 
River to Tuckerhoe road, which is the 
last connecting link in the great high- 
way. 

The new road will open up the private 
roads being built to Five Mile and to 
Seven Mile beaches, and by the middle 
of the Summer autoists may run from 
Atlantic Highlands to Cape May City 
without getting off a hard stone road.

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., foreman ot 
the Grand Jury, was somewhat taken 
aback to find himself confronted with so 
important a task, and he begged the Judge 
to relieve him, pleading as excuse the 
' condition of his health, his youth, his in- 
lexperience, and the multiplicity of his 
| business interests. Judge O'Sullivan, 
| however, was firm. 
| -**]T have selected you for this task be- 
'cause of standing in this com- 
| SRY, he said. ‘‘ You owe this service 
|as a patriotic duty to your city.’’ 
| Mr. Rockefeller bowed slightly in ac- 
| ceptance, and was formally sworn in as 
foreman of the investigating jury. Mr. 
Whitman, who came in to be introduced 
to the members of the new Grand Juries, 
remained to hear the Judge’s charge. 

‘‘There have been spread broadcast in 
the public prints,’’ said the Judge to the 
jury, ‘‘statements that the City of New 
York is a centre or clearing house for an 
organized traffie in women, what has 
come to be known as the white slave 
traffic. 

‘‘Some of these statements may have 
been published with ulterior motives and 
may have been mere sensationalism, but 
some, also, are said to be based upon offi- 
cial investigations and charges made by 
persons who profess to have knowledge 
of the fact. 

“If this so-called white slave traffic 
exists, it is not enough that we should 
await Federal action or that we should 
seek new legislation to stamp it out. We 
must look to our own law as it is now.” 

Judge O'Sullivan then read various pas- 
sages from the Penal Code in relation to 
abduction, kidnapping, and .“ kindred 
crimes, with penalties ranging from fines 
under $1,000 to fifty years in prison. He 
also pointed out that the coming investi- 
gation should not stop with agents, but 
; should penetrate to the men behind the 
traffic. 

‘The law may never succeed in stamp- 
ing out individual violations,” he said, 
“but, gentlemen, its machinery is at 
your command, the wealth of this opulent 
city is at your call, the sympathy and 
sentiment of its decent and law-abiding 
citizens are with you. Your inquiry should 
not be satisfied with a half-way ‘answer. 
If organized traffic in women exists in 
this city, the law is adequate to end it 
and punish the persons engaged in it. 
If such traffic does not exist, your in- 
quiry should end such a sensational slan- 
der against the City of New York.” 

It was ine intention of the court that 
the additionai Grand Jury should be 
burdened with no other duty than the 
investigation, but at Mr. Whitman’s re- 
quest it will be engaged this week in dis- 
nosing of several minor matters need- 
ing immediate action.

French Aviator Served with 
Papers in Patent Infringe- 
ment Case as He Lands.

AFTER NEW AIR RECORDS 











Aeroplanes: Some Day to be in Com- 
mon Use, He Says—His Wife 
May Fly, Too. 





Louls Paulhan, the French aviator, who 
will strive for record-breaking flights 
during aviation week at Los Angeles, Cal., 
arrived yesterday from Havre on the 
steamship Bretagne. He is accompanied 
by his wife, who has made several 
ascents with her husband and who cher- 
ishes the ambition of one day flying alone. 

The young Frenchman had hardly 
stepped ashore when he was served with 
a subpoena ordering him to appear in 
the United States Court for the Southern 
District on Feb. 1 Mm a suit brought by 
the Wright brothers for infringing their 
patent rights on aeroplanes. The Marshal 
who served the paper could speak no 
French and the aviator could not speak 
English. This rather complicated mat- 
ters, and for a long time the excited 
Frenchman thought he was to be arrested, 

Paulhan’s rise in the air, it might be 
said, was rapid. Only a year ago he was 
a mechanic earning $15 a week. Now he 
has broken aerial records and is noted as 
a daring flier. Tie is 26 years old, but 
has, he declares, probably made more as- 
cents than any other aviator. Besides 
flying at Los Angeles he will probably 
make flights in other cities before his re- 
turn to France. His wife, he said, may go 
up with him. 


Everybody to Fiy—Some Time. 


* The practicability of aerial navigation 
has been demonstrated, and I am optl- 
mistic for the future of flying machines,” 
he said. ‘‘ Aeroplanes will be perfected 
until they will be of more practical use 
than making exhibitions and fiying 
races mm. 

“At present they may be called the 
miaything of the rich, but in the days to 
come they will have a commercial value 
which cannot now be estimated. The un- 
certainty of flying will be a thing of ‘the 
past. The day will come when women 
will be able to go up tn their own ma- 
chines and manage them without help. 

“Of course there are many things to 
be overcome, but by persistent effort and 
profiting by experience this will be done. 
I look for flying machines to play an im- 
portant part in future wars. The Gov- 
ernmments realize that, and everywhere 
the aeroplane and other machines of the 
air are beings experimented .with for use 
in warfare. They are to be an important 


branch of every military service in the 
world. 


Hopes to Fly Across the Ocean. 


“Will one be able to cross the ocean in 
the air? Perhaps it is entirely possible, 
Dut it will not come for some time yet. 
Aerial machines are being perfected and 
who knows but that some one may hit 
upon just what is now,needed to make 
@erial navigation entirefy safe and prac- 
tical. Would not it be magnificent fly- 
ing across the ocean from your own land 
to a foreign shore? I would like to cross 
in that way even better than I did in 
coming over on a steamer.’’ 

Mr. aulhan was asked how long he 
thought an aeroplane, as now built, can 
Safely fly. | 

“About cight hours, or 600 kilometers,” 
he said. ‘“‘The pilot would tire before 
the engine would give out. Of course the 
carrying of fuel is a question which must 
be considered in all flights. How does 
1t feel when you are up 1,800 feet? You 
then realize the smallness of things and 
how really small man is. 

““As to describing vour_ sensations. 
well, that is hard. You are flying through 
space in perfect confidence. There is no 
fear aS you look down at the earth far 
below, spread out like a map. Here and 
there a village may appear as a spot 
with roads winding away so narrow that 
they look like pieces of string laid out 
across the green top of a table. There 
can be no fear, for if there is fear—well, 
you would not be away up there, and 
success would be impossible.” 


Some of His Records. 


Paulhan flew into prominence last Sum- 
mer. He claims the record for height 
and distance. He has made 300 asceg- 
sions. In a flight at Camp Chalons Paul- 
han reached a height of 1,900 feet. Once 
he remained three hours in the air and 
covered about 200 miles. His wife has 
made five trips with him. At one time 
they rose to the height of 150 feet, and 
their longest flight lasted fifty minutes. 
Paulhan got his first experience with war 
balloons in the French Army. 

This is the aviator’s first visit to this 
eountry, and he was interested in every- 
thing he saw while the vessel was com- 
to her pier. He said that he would 
dearly like to circle about New York's 
skyscrapers in his machine. 

Before he was served with 
poena in the Wright Brothers’ suit 
iad words of high praise for them. He 
said that he took off his hat to them. 
They, he said, were the pioneers. He 
had also complimentary things to say re- 
garding other aerial navigators. He said 
that he was going to break his records} 
while in America. 

Suit Won't Stop His Flights. 

The machines to be used in this country 
by Pauihan are of the Bleriot and Far- 
nam type. They have already arrived 
having preceded the aviator the 
steamer Caroline. Mr. Cleary, his man- 
wger, and his mechanicians are already 
here.

HIS BABE AND DIB 





Tried to Slay Man He Thought 
Kept Him from Work. 





COULD NOT BURY BABY GIRL 





His Insurance Would Keep Her from 
Potter’s Field—-Waiter Writes That 
Bellevue Hospital Let Her Die. 





The story of a father’s struggle to keep 
his dead child from Potter's Field and 
of his attempted sacrifice of his own 
life to accomplish that purpose came out 
vesterday after Gregory Kelly of 
West Twenty-ninth Street attempted to 
kill Frederick Biscotte, head waiter in a 
chop house at 64 John Street. Kelly had 
planned to take his own life after kill- 
ing Biscotte, whom he blamed indirectly 
for his inability to get work. He had 
tried many times of late to get employ- 
ment at the chop house at which Biscotte 
was employed, but always he was told 
that his services were not needed. Ielly ! 
seemed to think that Biscotte could give | 
him a job if he so desired. 

The continued refusals preyed = on 
Kelly’s mind, and yesterday, after apply- 
ing for work again and again being re- 
fused, he drew a revolver and aimed at 
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head waiter. Frederick W. Dicker- 
son of 130 West Twenty-second Street 
was dining in chop house. He 
chair and felled just | 
as the revolver went off. bullet | 
missed Biscotte and buried the 
wall. 

In a little while the police arrived and 
Kelly was taken to the John Street Sta- 
tion and later to Bellevue Hospital for 
examination as to his. sanity. When 
Kelly’s pockets were searched the story of 
his frustrated attempt to keep his dead 
child from Potter’s Field was disclosed, 
for in anticipation of his own death Kelly 
had written several letters, one addressed 
to “‘the press and the public,’’ explain- 
ing the tragic events which led up to his 
attack on Biscotte, the head waiter. In 
his letter to the press and the public Kelly 
made charges against the management of 
Bellevue, where his child died a few days 
ago. 

‘Il am writing this in 
what I am about to do,’ the letter ran, 
“and to avenge murder and. give 
proper burial to my baby girl, now dead 
in Bellevue Hospital—the morgue. I also 
hope that the city officials will inspect 
conditions, as they now are at said hos- 
pital, which allow a dying infant of four 
months to be put out on the street. A 
strong, healthy child was stricken ill with 
pneumonia on Nov. 20. On Nov. 29, with 
blood running from her ear and hemor- 
rhage and fits of convulsive coughing, 
my wife was ordered to take her out. 
She protested, saying that the child was 
not vet cured. They said they needed! 
the bed, and she must go. Finding her 
pleading of no avail, my wife brought her 
to.a cold, damp basement, where we live, 
She lay there three weeks. 

‘Believing her to be dying, on Dec, 22 
my wife, through tne aid of a relief so- 
ciety, got her admitted. again to the 
same. ward—B. 5—that they put her out 
of three weeks before. She made a hard 
fight for life, but was not given half a 
chance. The men who kept me out of 
work and left me in this condition, with- 
out money to call in a doctor or live in 
decent rooms, are her real murderers, and 
them T will settle with. I am not lazy 
or shiftless, but saved my money when 
given a chance to work. As evidence of 
this IT can refer to the New York Sav- 
ings Bank, Fourteenth Street and Eighth 
Avenue, where I had on deposit $325, on 
Dee. 15, 1907, Book No. 166053. That was 
the saving of eight months’ work in the 
chop house at William and John Streets. | 

~ They have barred me out. Now all 1 
get is promises and insults. Ags they re- 
fuse to let me work and live they shall | 
not live. My wife has done all that any 
woman could do. Her devotion to Toodle, 
our baby. was pathetic.

and leave my wife a little to live on.”’ 

There was also a letter addressed to the 
Metropolitan Life, which read: 

‘‘ Kindly pay to my wife. Catherine Kel]- 
y, my insurance, about $300. including the}!

issued seven years ago, Sept. 8. 1902, and 
save my baby from Potter’s Field.”’ 

Tn a notebook, also found in one of Kel- 
lv’s pockets, was an entry referring to 
his child.

BOSTON THEATRES FLOODED. | 


Forced to Abandon Performances 
Through Bursting of Large Water Main.

BOSTON, Jan. 3.—A 28-inch water main 
burst at the corner of Hollis and Tremont 
Streets early this evening and until the | 
water was shut off three-quarters of an 
hour afterward a torrent poured itself all | 
over the neighborhood. Sixteen blocks | 
were flooded to a depth of three feet in | 
the lower grades, stores, theatres, and | 
the subway being chief sufferers. The | 
Majestic Theatre, on Tremont Street, and 
the Globe, on Washington Street, were 
forced to close their doors. 

Water poured into the subway through | 
a large ventilating fan near the corner of | 
Hollis Street and tied up traffic for 
nearly half an nour. Fires under the} 
boilers in the Hotel Touraine were put | 
out. The telephone system throughout the | 
Oxford Exchange was put out of business, | 
Water rushed into the telephone conduits. | 

In every cellar in the district between 
Washington, Tremont, Boylston, and Hol- 
lis Streets there was at least three feet of | 
water. Among the heaviest sufferers from 
water damage were Eastman’s Undertak- 
ing Rooms, Atkinson Furniture Company, ' 
and 2 score of small shops in this neigh- | 
borhood. 

The City Water Department finally shut 
off the water, but not unti it had forced | 
its way nearly to Harrison Avenue. The | 
damage done by the flood is estimated at |

DISMISS PRAIRIE OIL CASE. 


Supreme Court Declines to Upset Gov. 
Haskell’s Injunction. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The case of 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, which 
attracted so much attention in Oklahoma 


during the campaign of 10908 because of 
the intervention by Gov. Haskeil in the 
interest of the company, was dismissed 
to-day in the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The effect of the dismissal .s 
favorable tc the Governor’s contentions, 
The original proceeding was instituted 
by Attorney General West of Oklahoma 
in the District Court for the Eleventh 
Judicial District of Kansas, where A. H. 
Houston presided as Judge, and its pur- 
pose was to restrain the oil comvbany 
from the alleged improper use of the 
highways of the State, and to compel a 
forfeiture of its charter for faiiure to 
comply with the State laws. The Gov- 
ernor intervened with a motion to dis- 
miss the case on the ground that it was 
Ae ager to the interests of the State.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—A new animal 
has been discovered in British East Africa 
by the Smithsapian African scientific ex- 
pedition, which under the leadership of 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt has been in that 
region securing specimens of fauna and 
flora for the National Museum of this 
city since late last April. This new ani- 
mal, the first announcement of whose dis- 
covery was made at the Smithsonian In- 
stitution to-day, is a hitherto unknown 
species of otocyon to which officials of 
the scientific organization have given the 
specific name of vergatus. It is a small 
carnivorous mammal closely resembling 
a fox. 

Otocyon Rooseveltus, it was thought, 
would be an appropriate designation and 
one that would have perpetuated the name 
of the former President as the discoverer 
of the species, but the Smithsonian of- 
ficials, perhaps fearing that the discov- 
erer would object, decided to make its 
specific name vergatus, meaning striped. 

The otocyon vergatus is generally buff | 
and has been found by Gerrit 

the museum staff to differ 
slight!y from the otocyon megalotis, which 
is found further south in Africa, espe- 
color and in the characteristics | 
teeth and skull.

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METCALF PAINTINGS ON VIEW. 


“The Silver Grove ”. Among Others 
‘That Have Extraordinary Beauty. 


Willard L. Metcalf is exhibiting ten 
canvases at the Montross Galleries, and 
one more, ‘‘ The Prelude,’ lent by the 
Worcester Museum, will be hung as soon 
as it emerges from the chaos into which 
the various packages in the rooms of the 
American Express Company were thrown 
by the recent fire. All the pictures shown 
are charming, .and a handsome propor- 
tion of them has extraordinary beauty. 
Mr. Metcalf has made constant progress 
during the past four or five years, and 
is getting further and further away from 
a kind of unsubstantial sentiment, the 
shadow of which hovered over even the 
insinuating loveliness of ‘*The May 
Night,’’ now in the Corcoran’ Gallery. 

“The Silver Grove’’ is a painting the 
délicacy and simplicity of which are not 


likely to be resisted by the most hardened 
of gallery visitors. A group of white 
birches with slim, straight trunks, make 
a network of branches through which is 
seen a sky of faint blue, a sky that. re- 
cedes und keeps. its place behind the 
trees in a manner that will be best ap- 
preciated by painters who have faced 
this difficult problem and have had _it 
out with their skies for victory or de- 
feat. ‘The foreground comes in for a 
share of special honor, also. <A _ broad 
Sweep of unaccented ground made inter- 
esting by a subtle play of light and shade 
and bits of herbage, without a single dis- 
waueee detail or overemphasized note of 
color 

Another picture in which the values are 
thoughtfully studied is *' October.’’ A red 
tree and a yellow tree cast shadows over 
an old white house with green _ blinds. 
Autumnal leaves strew the ground and a 
sky of robin’s egg blue a an ar- 
rangement of color that might have been 
a strident horror, but instead is the ten- 
derest of warm harmonies. Not only the 
color is delightful, but the intimate de- 
tail of the scene, the chickens pecking at 
the ground in front of the haystack, the 
suggestion of the farmyard in the back- 
ground, the delicate drawing of the house 
itself, half hidden by the trees, are elo- 
quent of a vision that has observed sym- 
pathetically and remembered with singular 
accuracy. 

‘The Blossoming Maple "’ is not so fort- 
unate in conveying a complete impression, 
yet with a single omission it would be 
one of the most attractive pictures in 
the room. The purplish flush or the 
maple bloom is painted as exquisitely as 
though by a Japanese master, and the 
' green of the fields is limpid and enchant- 
But why those two red cows—mi- 
hnhute discordant atoms that cry out with 
a loud voice in that scene of perfect 
quietness? The adjoining picture, Un- 
folding Buds,’’ is a model of what its type 
should be, and it is essentially of the saine 
type as ‘‘ blossoming Maple."’ ‘he. hill- 
side is firmly modeled and ascends in a 
well understeod perspective to a rather 
high horizon, emphasized by_a note of 
cyisp dark in a line of trees. In the fore- 
ground ere gray rocks and grass be- 
tween, with a plum tree in bloom and an- 
other tree loaded with pink blossoms. 
Sheep and a young lamb are in the fore- 
ground. their particular physiognomies 
fully expressed without violence done to 
the whole effect. 

Among the other pictures are examples 
of a somewhat more robust technique, 
‘*The Brook,’’ for example, which is a 
downright and striking rendering of the 
subject, but it is in those compositions 
which most reveal the receptitveness of 
the painter’s mind to all that is most 
deiicate and gracious in nature that he 
shows his personal attitude most clearly.

That methods both of prodpction and of 
distribution can be improved is doubt- 
less true, but the forces at work in 
bringing about the present high cost of 
living are too large to be counteracted 
by an artificial diminution of demand. If 
we do not eat meat we must eat some- 
thing else, and again the law of supply 
and demand would get to work on us in 
the old way. 








RACE GAMBLING. 


It Is Going the Way of Dueling, Piracy, 
and Slavery. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In the reports of progress that naturally be- 
long to the opening week of a new year, it 
should, be noted, both among moral and com- 
mercial gains, that race gambling in the 
United States is manifestly about to join 
dueling, piracy, and slavery in the Hmbo of 
crimes against civilization, though it will 
fight hard now that it is nearing its ‘‘ last 
ditch.’’ In one of the most impressive hear- 
ings ever held in Washington, the recent hear- 
ing before the Senate Judiciary Sub-Com- 
on the Burkett Anti-Gambling bill to 
prohibit inter-State and international trans- 
mission of race gambling bets, it was shown 
Henry Brolaski, (an ex-bookmaker of twen- 
ty-one years’ experience, 
State’s evidence,’’ to speak, for the Inter- 
national Reform Bureau, which defeated his 
plot to run a track in Mexico near the Cali- 
fornia line,) that fifty-seven race tracks 
which were gambling centres have been ‘put 
out of business ’’ by the anti-gambling agita- 
tion of the last three years. Bookmaking is 
now legalized only on seven tracks, situated 
in Maryland, Kentucky, Oklahoma, Montana, 
and Nevada. These depend for their profit 
mostly on the telegraphing of betting news, 
which, like telegraphing from tracks near the 
American border in Mexico and Canada, would 
be cut off by the passage of the Burkett- 
Sims bill, (S; 225, H. R. 2,160,) in behalf of 
which all honest men and women should write 
their own Congressman‘and both Senators. 

Especially should bankers and preachers alike 
lead the fight in those States where race gam- 
bling has been outlawed, from which money 
pours in golden streams into the backward 
States above-named, that. still permit race 
gambling, largely because it brings this money 
into the State. To pass the Burkett-Sims bill 
would insure swift suppression of this gam- 
bling in those backward States also, for the 
bookmakers’ robberies would then be confined 
to their own citizens.

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THE “ SCAB ” EPITHET. 


One New York Judge Condoned Its 
Use by Strikers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Under the title ‘‘ The Epithet of ‘ Scab’ ”’ 
you published this morning the opinion of a 
correspondent based entirely on decisions of 
other States, to the effect that calling a per- 
son a ‘‘scab’’ is a violation of the law. 

Without ‘‘ collecting hurriedly ’’ the laws of 
States outside of New York, I think the fol- 
lowing laws and decisions .are a fair, impar- 
tial, and concise statement of the entire sub- 
ject: 

Under Section 580 of the Penal Laws of our 
State it is a misdemeanor ‘‘to prevent an- 
other from exercising a lawful trade or call- 
ing or doing any other lawful act, by force, 
threats, intimidation, interfering, or threaten- 
ing to interfere.’’ : 

Section 582 of the same laws provides that 
*“‘the orderly and peaceable assembling or co- 
operation of persons employed in any calling, 
trade, or handicraft for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an advance in the rate of wages or com- 
pensation as not a conspiracy.’’ 

In the case of People versus Radt, 71 Supp. 
848, Judge Foster directed the jury to ac- 
quit the defendants, stating: ‘‘ Labor has 





a right to organize and has a right to ap-| 


peal to the community and say ‘ Don’t pa- 
tronize this man, becausé he does not sym- 
pathize with organized labor.’ I take it that 
the word ‘scab’ is one which means that 
a person does not give honest or fair com- 
pensation for labor. It is a word that per- 
haps has a certain objectionable character.’’ 
In that case the defendants were charged 
with posting notices reading ‘* Scab Labor! 
Don’t Patronize! Scab Labor! ” 

In Steam Fitters’ Association versus Cum- 
mings, 170 N. Y. 315, Hon. Alton B. Parker, 
then Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals, 
decided that ‘‘a labor union may refuse to 
permit its members to work with non-mem- 
bers, may notify the employer to that ef- 
fect, and that a strike will be ordered unless 
the non-union members are discharged, where 
its action is based to secure an exclusive pref- 
erence of employment to its members on their 
own terms, provided that no force is em- 
ployed and no unlawful act is committed.”’ 

In Mills versus United States Printing Com- 
pany, 91 Supp. 187, Judge Jenks of the Ap- 
pellate Division said: ** Picketing may sim- 
ply mean the stationing of men for observa- 
tion. If, in the doing of this act solely for 
such purpose, there be no 
physical annoyance or let or 
any person, then it cannot be said that such 
an act is unlawful. * * * The verb ‘ boy- 
cott’ does not necessarily signify that the

Your correspondent, F. G. Urner, is hardly 
fair in stating his figures; | regarding the 
production of oleomargarine. He says that 

‘after a temporary. diminution immediately 
following the passage of the law in 1902 
its sales increased from.-about 48,000,000 
pounds in 1904 to nearly 91,000,000 pounds in 
1909, (fiscal year ended July 30.)’’ From these 
figures he argues that the tax is not burden- 
some. 

As a matter of fact the production of oleo- 
margarine in the fiscal year 1902 was 126,316,- 
427 pounds, upon which a tax of $2,944,492 
was paid ta the Government. This was at a 
uniform rate of 2 cents per‘ pound, regardless 
of whether it was colored or,uncolored. From 
this enormous total the production dropped, af- 
ter the new law \went into effect, as Mr. Urner 
states, to 48,000,000 pounds in 1904, upon which 
a tax of approximately $180,000 was paid,- 
though the oleomargarine tax was passed as @ 
revenue measure. It reduced the Government 
income by more than two and three-quarter 
million dollars annually, and, its practical, im- 
mediate effect was to reduce the output of 
oleomargarine by 78,000,000 pounds per year, or 
the equivalent of 1,300,000 tubs of butter at 
690 pounds per tub. 

Since 1904 there has been a slow but steady 
increase in the production of oleomargarine, 
until the fiscal year 1909, which has reached 
ar still 34,000,000 
less than in 1902. Despite the handicap that 
it must carry of either being uncolored, or, if 
colored, must include a tax of 10 cents, itg 
sales have been almost doubled in five years, 
and this fact in itself should prove the merit 
of the article. : 

Practically the whole of Mr.. Urner’s argu- 
ment is that oleomargarine should be taxed 10° 
cents per pound if colored because it ‘‘ may’’ 
be sold as butter. It would be just as fair 
to assert that every other article of commerce 
should bear a:burdensome tax because it 
‘*may’’ be sold for some’ other article. If 
oleomargarine can be criminally substituted for. 
butter, those who engage in such traffic can 
do it as easily with the uncolored product as 
with that which {s colored, ff they so desire, 
because it is only necessary to use the same 
coloring matter as is used in both oleomar- 
garine and butter.

clined Early, Recovering Later. 





Wheat was strong all day and final prices 
were at the top. The advance in the market 
was on unfavorable Argentine news. The 
early cables showed a decided advance in the 
English markets over the holiday, and there 
Was a good deal of buying on this news, while 
later there were reports of continued unfavor- 
able weather and a reduction in the crop estl- 
mates. Not so much attention was paid to 
the reduction in the crop estimates as was 
paid to the weather question. 

Europe has been looking for a liberal move- 
ment of Argentine wheat as soon as the crop 
is harvested. Weather conditions for har- 
vesting have in the main been favorable, al- 
though about ten days ago there were some 
unfavorable reports. The recent change to un- 
favorable weather appears to be s0 general 
that it had a marked effect on the trade, and 
there was a further sharp advanoe in the Ar- 
gentine market. Weather conditions which 
would delay the movement of the Argentine 
crop and injure the quality would possibly be 
more serious than a moderate reduction in the 
crop estimates. 

Other news was of minor importance. There 
was & small increase of 874,000 bushels in the 
visible. Northwest receipts were somewhat 
heavier over the holiday than expected, but 
cash markets were firm and generally higher. 
There was @ good inquiry for Manitoba wheat 
for export, and 15 loads were taken. The 
world’s exports were 8,497,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 7,682,000 bushels the previous week. 
Cash wheat was quiet. Na 2 red was quoted 
$1.27%, elevator, to arrive; $1.271%4, free on 
board; No. 1 Northern, $1.27%; No. 2 hard 
Winter, $1.28%, and No. 1 Northern Manitoba, 
$1.18%. 

Corn was very firm during the day, closing 
with a slight net gain. The market opened up 
with wheat, and on the reports of rains in the 
Ohio Valley selling off a little on the prospects 
of colder weather again. There was an in- 
crease in the visible of 1,078,000 bushels, and 
there was a little selling on this increase. The 
close was steady. Cash corn was quiet, with 
No. 2, 70%4c., elevator, domestic. Export rate 
quotations were: No. 2, 69c., elevator; No. 3, 
G8c.; No. 4, 6714c.; steamer, 67%{c. 

Oats were very steady also during the ses- 
sion and made a slight net gain. Speculation 
was small and without feature, but cash grain 
was firm at the West. There was a small in- 
crease in the visible, but not enough to be a 
feature. The close was steady. Cash natural 


white oats wero auoted 48%@51li%c., on track; 
white clipped, 49@53c.; mixed, 47c., nominal. 

There was distinct disappointment in the 
provision market at the live hog movement. 
The receipts were under the estimates, and 
prices worked up on hog ~sroducts, influenced 
partly by the strength in feeding grain, but 
toward the close showed some reaction, par- 
ticularly in pork.

12,924 FAILURES IN 1909. 


Defaulted Indebtedness $154,603,465, 
Against $222,315,684 in 1908. 


Failures during the year just closed, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by R. G. 
Dun & Co., were 12,924 in number, and 
involved defaulted indebtedness of $154,- 
503,465, comparing with 15,690 failures in 
1908S with defaulted indebtedness of $222, 
315,684. In 1907, while there were only 
11,725 failures, the Habilities were great- 
er, reaching $197,385,225. | 

speaking of the improvement last year 
Dun’s says: 

The improvement last year was greater in 
the last half than in the first six months, 
liabilities in the iast half of the year 
amounting to only 42 per cent. of the year- 
ly total. These figures are a very clear 
indication of the extent of the return to 
normal business conditions that has been 
made. Excepting 1908, failures were heavi- 
er in number than in any year back to 
1897, and during that time in only two 
years, 1907 and 1903, was there a greater 
amount of defaulted indebtedness. This is, 
of course, due in part to the rapid ex- 
pansion that has taken place in business 
during the year, with the usual accompany- 
ing increase in the amount of commercial 
mortality, and especially so this year, 
as some concerns that were able to weather 
the stress of 1907 and 1908 met with dis- 
aster when confronted with the abnormal 
price changes and other conflicting circum- 
stances that prevailed in 1909. The average 
amount of each failure was $11,954, com- 
paring with $14,169 in 1908, $16,834 in 1907, 
and $8,913 in 1905, which was the lowest on 
reco rd.
